CAPTIONED ORGANIZATION , THE ALKN , TRACES ITS ROOTS TO 
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1940 IN CHICAGO, ILLINOIS. ORIGINALLY FORMED AS A SMALL 
COALITION OF INDIVIDUALS OF HISPANIC-LATIN DESCENT TRYING TO 
PRESERVE THE IDENTITY OF THEIR CULTURE AND OFFER MUTUAL 
PROTECTION FROM ATTACKS BY NON-HISPANIC GROUPS, THE 
ORGANIZATION EVOLVED INTO A TRADITIONAL STREET GANG.' 

INITIALLY, THE ALKN'S GOAL WAS TO PROTECT THEIR TURF AND 
MEMBERS. OCCASIONALLY, THEY WOULD DO BATTLE WITH RIVAL GANGS 
AND THEY DEVELOPED A REPUTATION AS A VERY VIOLENT STREET GANG. 

IN CONNECTICUT, THE ALKN HAS DEVELOPED INTO WHAT APPEARS 
TO BE A WELL ORGANIZED, VIOLENT CRIMINAL ENTERPRISE. 
CONNECTICUT STATE AND LOCAL LAW ENFORCEMENT AGENCIES ESTIMATE 
ALKN MEMBERSHIP IN THE STATE TO EXCEED 2,000. I 
IN AN INTERVIEW WITH LOCAL PRESS (HARTFORD COURANT, 5/10/92), 
CLAIMED THERE WERE 1,300 ALKN MEMBERS IN CONNECTICUT AND THAT 
THE NATIONWIDE MEMBERSHIP IS 31,155. 

ALKN MEMBERS CONSIST OF BOTH PRISON INMATES AS WELL AS 
INDIVIDUALS OUT IN COMMUNITIES, PRIMARILY METROPOLITAN AREAS. 
MEMBERS ARE BOTH MALE AND FEMALE; ONE OF THE REQUIREMENTS FOR 
MEMBERSHIP IS THAT THE INDIVIDUAL MUST HAVE A DIRECT BLOOD 
LINE TO A PERSON OF LATIN ORIGIN. THE ALKN DEFINES "DIRECT 
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BLOOD LINE" AS HAVING A LATIN PARENT OR GRANDPARENT AND THEY 
HAVE A LIST OF COUNTRIES WHICH THEY WILL ACCEPT AS "LATIN". 

THE ALKN HAS AN ESTABLISHED AND DOCUMENTED HIERARCHY AND CHAIN 
OF COMMAND. THE ORGANIZATION HAS A CHARTER TO WHICH STRICT 
ADHERENCE IS EXPECTED. THE GANG'S COLORS ARE BLACK AND GOLD; 
THEY HAVE A RECOGNITION SYMBOL IN THE FORM OF JEWELRY 
CONSISTING OF SPECIFIC SEQUENCES OF BLACK AND GOLD BEADS, 
DEPENDING ON ONE'S RANK; AND THEY HAVE AN EMBLEM CONSISTING OF 
A FIVE OR SEVEN POINT CROWN, FIVE POINTED STAR, LIONS HEAD 
WITH CROWN AND COAT OF ARMS. 

THE ALKN IN CONNECTICUT IS BELIEVED TO BE ENGAGED IN 
ONGOING CRIMINAL ACTIVITY INCLUDING WEAPONS VIOLATIONS, 
EXTORTION, ASSAULTS, HOMICIDE, DRUG DEALING AND INTIMIDATION 
TO EXTRACT "DUES" FROM MEMBERS. THE ALKN HAS DEMONSTRATED A 
PROPENSITY FOR VIOLENCE IN CONNECTICUT. THE MOST SIGNIFICANT 
EXAMPLE OF VIOLENCE OCCURRED ON APRIL 26, 1992 WHEN A CARAVAN 
OF 13 VEHICLES CARRYING APPROXIMATELY 60 ALKN MEMBERS FROM THE 
WATERBURY, CT. CHAPTER TRAVELED TO MERIDEN, CT. , WHERE A 
MEETING OF THE MERIDEN ALKN CHAPTER WAS TAKING PLACE. THE 
CARAVAN TRAVELED ON THE INTERSTATE IN CONVOY FASHION WITH 


EMERGENCY FLASHERS GOING ON ALL VEHICLES. MALE MEMBERS IN THE 
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CONVOY WERE ALL WEARING CAMOUFLAGE CLOTHING AND FEMALE MEMBERS 
ALL WORE BLACK. THEY HAD PACKED A SIGNIFICANT NUMBER OF 
WEAPONS INTO DUFFLE BAGS WHICH WERE THEN SECURED IN LOCKED 
TRUNKS AND FURTHER SECURED IN THE TRUNKS OF VEHICLES DRIVEN BY 
FEMALE MEMBERS. INTELLIGENCE INFORMATION DEVELOPED THROUGH 
LIAISON WITH STATE AND LOCAL POLICE INDICATES THAT THEY 
TRANSPORTED THEIR WEAPONS IN THIS MATTER TO MINIMIZE THE 
CHANCES OF THEIR DISCOVERY BY LAW ENFORCEMENT; THEY BELIEVED 
THAT FEMALES AND CARS DRIVEN BY FEMALES WOULD BE LESS LIKELY 
TO BE SCRUTINIZED AND THEY WERE APPARENTLY AWARE OF SEARCH AND 
SEIZURE LAWS REGARDING LOCKED CONTAINERS IN LOCKED VEHICLE 
TRUNKS. 

UPON ARRIVAL IN MERIDEN , THE GANG MEMBERS ENTERED THE 
HOUSING PROJECT WHERE THE MERIDEN CHAPTER MEETING WAS TAKING 
PLACE. A CONFRONTATION RAPIDLY DEVELOPED RESULTING IN A MELEE 
OF HAND-TO-HAND FIGHTING, KNIFE FIGHTS AND GUN FIGHTS COVERING 
A FIVE BLOCK AREA. IT IS SIGNIFICANT TO NOTE THAT THE 
VIOLENCE APPEARED TO HAVE THE OBJECTIVE OF GETTING SPECIFIC 
GANG MEMBERS. NO INNOCENT BYSTANDERS WERE INJURED AND ONLY 
THREE MERIDEN GANG MEMBERS WERE SERIOUSLY INJURED. THE ENTIRE

BASED ON THE FOREGOING, IT APPEARS THAT THE ALKN MAY BE A 
3LENT, WELL ORGANIZED ENTERPRISE ENGAGED IN CONTINUING 
IMINAL ACTIVITY THAT WOULD MERIT FBI INVESTIGATION UNDER THE 
AR-VC CLASSIFICATION FOR VIOLATIONS OF TITLE 18, USC, 

ACTION 1959. MOST OF THE INFORMATION PRESENTED ABOVE WAS 
3TAINED THROUGH NEW HAVEN DIVISION LIAISON WITH VARIOUS 
DNNECTICUT STATE AND LOCAL LAW ENFORCEMENT AGENCIES WHO 
EVELOPED THE INFORMATION. THE NEW HAVEN DIVISION'S OBJECTIVE 
.N OPENING THIS NEW ITAR-VC INVESTIGATION IS TO DETERMINE IF 
?HE ALKN DOES INDEED PRESENT A TARGET THAT WOULD MERIT LONG¬ 
TERM FBI ATTENTION. IF NEW HAVEN'S ASSESSMENT OF INTELLIGENCE 
INDICATES THAT THE ALKN IS MORE APPROPRIATELY ADDRESSED AT THE 
STATE AND LOCAL LEVEL, THEN THIS INVESTIGATION WILL BE CLOSED. 
NEW HAVEN WISHES TO EMPHASIZE THAT THE OPENING OF THIS CASE 
DOES NOT REPRESENT A DECISION TO COMMIT NEW HAVEN RESOURCES TO 
A LONG-TERM INVESTIGATION OF THE ALKN AT THIS TIME.

MEACHUM WHICH WAS BELIEVED TO HAVE BEEN ISSUED BY 
FROM THE FCI SUBSEQUENT INVESTIGATION BY ALBANY AND 

NEW' HAVEN, IN CONJUNCTION WITH CONNECTICUT STATE AUTHORITIES, 
HAS DETERMINED THAT THERE WAS NO CONTRACT ON COMMISSIONER
